‘‘Mu ch as we dep lore the facts,’ 
he said, “ conditions req u ire addi­ 
tional tax rev enu es now.” 
Rockefeller said he was stru g­ 
gling with a deficit of “at least 230 
mdlion dollars” in the new bu dg­ 
et. 


He said he wou ld sp ell ou t his 
tax p rop osals in the bu dget m es­ 
sage, which he mu st su bmit to the 
GOP-controlled Senate and Assem­ 
bly by Feb. l. 


The gov ernor’s 7 ,000-word m es­ 
sage hewed strictly to state p rob­ 
lem s, u nlike his inau gu ral m es­ 
sage, which carried strong inter­ 
national ov ertones and p romp ted 
new sp ecu lation on Rockefeller’s 
White Hou se p otential.

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Did Alabama Find a Secret Door? 


When the New Yo rk Times was permitted, 
with o ther New Yo rk City papers, to resume 
publicatio n after a lo ng shutdo wn by o ne o f 
its unio ns, Arthur Kro ck repo rted fro m its 
Washing to n bureau that the Co nstitutio nal 
crisis o ver racial seg reg atio n in scho o ls ap- 
parently had passed. 


This o bservatio n by o ne o f the capital’s 
careful repo rters is based o n 
a 
Supreme 
Co urt affirmatio n o f a three-judg e Federal 
Co urt decisio n sustaining the Alabama Pupil 
Placement Law. 


This law, say s Mr. Kro ck, sho ws So uthern 
states ho w to deal with their pro blem o f 
scho o l seg reg atio n witho ut g o ing co unter to 
either the spirit o r the letter o f equal rig hts 
laws. 


As lo ng as the law is no t used to enfo rce 
racial seg reg atio n, which has been ruled un­ 
co nstitutio nal, the U.S. Supreme Co urt ag rees 
with the lo wer co urt that it “furnishes leg al 
machinery fo r an o rderly administratio n o f 
public scho o ls in a co nstitutio nal manner by 
the admissio n o f qualified pupils 
upo n 
a 
basis o f individual merit witho ut reg ard to 
their race o r co lo r.” 
In o ther wo rds, the illeg al thing is to sep­ 
arate pupils in a public scho o l upo n a basis 
o f race and co lo r. It is no t illeg al to separate 
pupLs in a public scho o l upo n a basis o f 
f;ho ir individual merit. 
In Washing to n, where the leg alists who 
7 >o nde' such thing s are co ncentrated, this is 
being lo o ked upo n as a secret do o r o ut o f 
a 
co nstitutio nal dilemma. It wo uld g ive So uth­ 


ern slates a po tential means o f escaping 
fanm the thing s they fear in deseg reg atio n 
witho ut running into tro uble with the De­ 
partment o f Justice. 
It wo uld permit, amo ng o ther thing s, the 
separatio n o f students by sex , thereby easing 
S< uthern fears abo ut misceg enatio n. Students 
ciuld be separated acco rding to capability , 
preparatio n, perfo rmance — any way ex cept 
race and co lo r. 
There wo uld be tests made in the co urts 
o f ail fo rms o f separatio n 
to 
determine 
whether they were really made o n a basis 
o f race and co lo r and therefo re unco nstitu­ 
tio nal. But as lo ng as they had been made 
o n the basis stated, there wo uld be no evi­ 
dence o f racial discriminatio n. 
There has been no questio n raised — ever 
—o f the rig ht o f lo cal scho o l bo ards, fo r ex ­ 
ample, to assig n pupils fo r educatio nal pur­ 
po ses. The questio n that has plag ued the 
co untry and created a deadlo ck wi‘h federal 
autho rity in part o f the So uth is whether pu­ 
pils co uld be separated fro m o ne ano ther o n 
a basis o f race and co lo r. 
That is clearly unco nstitutio nal. 
Pupil placement o n o ther g ro unds is clear­ 
ly co nstitutio nal, o n the o ther hand. 
The Supreme Ccurt actio n o n No v. 24 was 
larg ely o verlo o ked at the time because it 
was Thanksg iving week, there had been no 
discussio n in advance and the o rder sustain­ 
ing the lo wer co urt was unsig ned. As Mr. 
Kro ck has indicated fro m his vantag e po int 
in Washing to n, the deseg reg atio n fig ht may 
be o ver.

\ayNot Love Each Other 


By this time nex t y ear, acco rding to diplo ­ 
matic pro spects, the remarriag e o f the two 
Germany s either will have been neg o tiated 
by their g uardians, o r the g uardians will have 
g o ne to war o ver the deadlo ck. 
It is a bo ne-chilling pro spect the diplo ­ 
m ats have painted — and amo ng tho se mo st 
ho rrified by it are many citizens o f West 
Germany and East Germany who do no t 
want either end o f the cho ice. 
Only recently has it cro ssed the minds o f 
their g uardians that reunificatio n o f Ger­ 
many , which the g uardians have held o ut 
as the ro siest o f all po ssible ho pes, may 
have no appeal fo r West Germans and East 
Germans. 
Having learned ho w to live separately , 
thanks to the g uardians who wo uld no t let 
them live to g ether, they may have learned to 
like the idea mo re than the tho ug ht o f g o ing 
thro ug h the upheaval that wo uld be neces­ 
sary if they were to be reunited. 
If it were the purpo se o f the So viet Un­ 
io n’s recent po licy to reveal that East Ger­ 
many co uld no t be reunited with West Ger­ 
many , it co uld no t have cho sen a mo re di­ 
rect path to a sho wdo wn than by appro aching 
a clash with the United States, Great Britain 
and France o ver the status o f Berlin. 
This will fo rce a g eneral review o f the 
status o f Germany , itself. The review will be 
meaning less witho ut discussio n o f German 
reunificatio n. And the questio n o f reunifica­ 
tio n will raise the vital questio n o f o pinio n 
amo ng the Germans, themselves. 
It may be like o ne o f tho se marriag es ar­ 
rang ed by parents, in which every bo dy has 
been co nsulted but the po tential bride and 
g ro o m who , in the sho wdo wn, refuse to have 
any thing to do with each o ther. West Ger­ 
m any may no t want to g ive np what it has 
acquired since Wo rld War II to share its 
lo t with East Germany . And the further fact 
is that the Germans who have stay ed in East 
Germany may sho w favo r fo r the Co mmu­ 
nists who have had 12 y ears to teach them 
the o bedience ex pected o f citizens in a to ­ 
talitarian state.

Russia’s ultimatum o f No v. 27 demanding 
Allied withdrawal fro m West Berlin within 
six mo nths has lit a time fuse o n the mo st ex ­ 
plo sive issue created by the lo o se-end settle­ 
ment o f Wo rld War II.

Liberals Say Senate Not 'Continuing Body 


Senate Rules Changes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The new 
Senate ex plo des Wednesday in a 
fig ht o ver chang ing its rules. It 
may last weeks and much o f it 
will so und dull. But it’s far-reach­ 
ing . This is an ABC o n it. 
A blo c o f no rthern Demo crats 
and Republicans wants to chang e 
Senate Rule No . 22, which makes 
it so hard to smash a filibuster 
that no ne has been bro ken in 31 
y ears. 
The Senate prides itself o n its 
rule o f practically unlimited de­ 
bate. But debate can have two 
purpo ses: To discuss an issue fully 
befo re a vo te o n it o r to prevent 
a vo te alto g ether. The latter* is 
the filibuster. 
The 98 senato rs will do mo st o f 
their business — passing bills — 
by just a simple majo rity o f tho se 
present o n the flo o r at vo ting 
time. A full majo rity , harder to 
g et, wo uld be 50 o f the 98. 
But under Rule No . 22, shutting 
o ff a filibuster ag ainst a measure 
—to let the Senate by a simple 
majo rity vo te decide its fate—re­ 
quires a two -thirds vo te o f all the

senato rs, o r 66 o f the 98. 
Getting such a two -thirds vo te is 
almo st impo ssible, ex cept in so me 
natio nal emerg ency . The reaso n: 
So many senato rs, no t just so uth­

o f unlimited debate. 
It isn’t hard fo r each to fo re­ 
see the time when he, to o , may 
want to use it to prevent passag e 
o f leg islatio n he intensely o ppo ses.

filibuster has 
been

Wednesday , as befo re, that each 
new sessio n o f Co ng ress means a 
brand new Senate and as such the

So they will ask Wednesday , be­ 
fo re the Senate is fully in busi­ 
ness, that it ado pt new rules. If 
they can win that po int, they will 
ask that Rule No .

If the Senate ag rees that the o ld 
rules do n’t apply until they are 
freshly ado pted, then Rule No . 22, 
with its pro tectio n fo r a filibuster 
ag ainst a rule chang e, do esn’t ap­ 
ply , do esn't ex ist, and can’t wo rk. 
In sho rt, the no rtherners arg ue: 
Until new rules are ado pted, the 
Senate will no t be o perating un­ 
der Rule No . 22 o r any o ther pre­ 
vio us rule but o nly under parlia­ 
mentary law. 
This will lead to arg ument o n 
whether parliamentary law, where 
rules are co ncerned, requires a 
simple 
majo rity 
o r 
two -thirds 
vo te. And no do ubt there’ll be a 
filibuster o f so me kind. 
All this sho uld cause a parlia­ 
mentary snafu o n a g rand scale.

The 
No rthern senato rs who want to 
chang e the rules to curtail fili­ 
busters — aimed principally at 
civil rig hts leg islatio n — do no t 
have eno ug h streng th to muster a 
two -thirds vo te as the present rules 
require. They seek the rig ht, there­ 
fo re, to g ag the Senate by means 
o f a 5 per cent majo rity vo te. The 
So uthern senato rs who v o t e d 
ag ainst Sen. McCarthy are co nsist­ 
ent to day , fo r they ho ld that the 
Senate is a “co ntinuing bo dy ” and 
its rules can be chang ed o nly by 
a two -thirds vo te. 
Lo g ically the “liberals,” o n the 
o ther hand, in their insistence that 
the Senate is no t a “co ntinuing 
bo dy ,” o ug ht to ado pt a mo tio n to 
ex pung e fro m the reco rds o f the 
Senate their vo te, which said that 
Sen. McCarthy sho uld be “censur­ 
ed” fo r refusing to testify befo re 
a Senate co mmittee during his pre­ 
vio us term o f o ffice. 


ACTUALLY, he had been elect­ 
ed by the peo ple o f Wisco nsin after 
tho se charg es were fully aired, 
and. when he to o k his o ath as a 
senato r in January , 1953, fo r a new 
term, he challeng ed the Senate to 
ask him to s t a n d aside while it 
investig ated any charg es. 
This the Senate did no t do but 
two y ears later, when there was 
an acrimo nio us fig ht ag ainst the

g ro unds, the failure to testify in 
1952 was trumped up as an ex cuse 
to “censure” him. 
Ano ther Wisco nsin senato r, the 
elder La Fo llette, o nce had also 
refused to testify befo re a Senate 
co mmittee but no actio n was taken 
ag ainst him, altho ug h he o penly 
challeng ed the Senate to do so . 
There was ano ther “ co unt” o n 
which the Senate vo ted ag ainst 
Sen. McCarthy and this did o ccur 
within the term that beg an in 1953. 
It 
co ncerned 
so me 
unco mpli­ 
mentary remarks he made abo ut 
his fello w senato rs, but, o ddly 
eno ug h, this was the first time the 
Senate ever vo ted “censure” fo r 
co mments by o ne senato r abo ut an 
o ther. This had alway s been re­ 


g arded as the rig ht o f free speech. 
It is interesting to reread to day 
the arg uments made in the 1954 
anti-McCarthy debate to the effect 
that the Senate is a “co ntinuing 
bo dy ” and hence can lo o k back 
into the reco rd and punish a sena- 
to r. 
There was a mo dicum o f truth 
in that arg ument in the sense that, 
under its rules, the Senate can al­ 
way s refuse to admit any o ne, no 
m atter if he is leg ally elected, and 
simply 
bar 
him 
o n 
perso nal 
g ro unds even unrelated to his co n­ 
duct in o ffice. But such a chal­ 
leng e under the rules must be 
made befo re he takes the o ath o f 
o ffice fo r a particular term. 
It is true, o f co urse, that the 
Senate may at any time ex pel a 
member fo r any reaso n but this 
must be by a two -thirds vo te. It 
was well kno wn at the time that 
there were no t two -thirds o f the 
Senate who wo uld have vo ted to 
ex pel the Wisco nsin senato r, so his 
o ppo nents reso rted to the “ cen­ 
sure” tactics. 


LIKEWISE,

no ting that the effo rt being made 
this week to curtail filibusters is 
based o n the kno wledg e that a m a­ 
jo rity o f the Senate wo uld vo te to 
limit debate but two -thirds mig ht 
no t.

o ften used the filibuster weapo n to 
kill leg islatio n which they knew a 
51 per cent majo rity wo uld ado pt 
if a vo te were permitted.

bo dy ” ? Unlike the Ho use o r Rep­ 
resentatives, all o f who se members 
g o o ut o f o ffice every two y ear*, 
o nly o ne-third o f the Senato rs co me 
up fo r electio n every two y ears. 
This means that two -thirds o f the 
Senate are “ho ldo vers” after every 
electio n. So far as they are co n­ 
cerned. the Senate is realistically 
a “co ntinuing bo dy ” but the new­ 
co mers arg ue they sho uld have a 
chance to say what the rules 
sho uld be. 
The o ppo nents are willing to 
g rant them that rig ht, but o nly 
under the ex isting rules requiring 
a two -thirds vo te befo re any chang e 
beco mes valid. 
Certainly the previo us rules re­ 
main in effect until new o nes are 
fo rmally ado pted. There is talk 
abo ut vario us 
co mo ro mise pro ­ 
po sals. hut in the end the sanctio n 
o f a filibuster will depend o n ho w 
two -thirds o f the Senate feel abo ut 
a pending issue, o r, rather, o n ho w 
a little mo re than a third — a 
mino rity — may feel abo ut check­ 
ing the o ccasio nal into lerance o f 
the rqajo rity .

Mrs. Henry B. Harris shares 
to day a feeling held by man that 
the sinking o f the “unsinkable 
ship” after crashing into an ice­ 
berg in 1912 spelled the end o f an 
ag e o f security the wo rld 
has 
never kno wn since. 
“That way o f life seems g o ne 
fo rever,” she said. 
She was o ne o f the 7 05 saved 
when the g reat ship went do wn. 
Her husbnd o f 10 y ears, a famo us 
New 
Yo rk 
theatrical 
pro ducer, 
was amo ng the 1502 lo st. 
Mrs. Harris, no w in her 7 0s, 
uses a crutch because o f an ailing 
hip. Lo o king a bit like a crippled 
elderly thrush, she was the life 
o f the party at a recent reunio n 
o f a do zen o r so o f the 83 Titanic 
survivo rs.

herself unable to watch the pre­

film 
based o n the disaster. 
Mrs. Harris had bro ken her el­ 
bo w when she slipped and fell o n 
the ship stairway a few ho urs be­ 
fo re the fatal co llisio n. She was 
play ing cards with her husband 
in their suite when the ship struck 
the iceberg at 11:40 p.m. April 14. 
“There was no sho ck o r jar,” 
she recalled.

that my clo thing , which had been 
swing ing o n hang ers a mo ment 
befo re, suddenly sto pped swing ing . 
“When we went up o n deck later 
and saw peo ple g etting into the 
lifebo ats, we tho ug ht they were 
sissies. There was no feeling o f 
terro r—then. 
“ But as time passed we real­ 
ized we were in real dang er. My 
husband beg g ed and pleaded with 
me to g o , but I didn’t want to 
leave him, even tho ug h I felt every ­ 
o ne wo u’d be saved.” 
Her husband finally put her in 
the last seat in the last co llpsible 
bo at, to ssed her a blanket, stepped 
back—and was lo st in a sea o f 
faces. 
Mrs. Harris, left a millio naire, 
became America’s first threatrical 
pro ducer, but lo st her wealth dur­ 
ing the depessio n. 
So meth i n g 
o f a career survivo r, in the nearly 
47 y ears since the Titanic sinking 
Mrs. Harris has .also weathered 
two wo rld wars, hard times, and 
three mo e maiag es. 
A lady o f indo mitable spirit, she 
o bserved philo so phically : 
“ If I had my life to liv o o v er, 


I wo uldn’t chang e it. After all, I 
had 10 wo nderful, happy , superb, 
unfo rg ettable y ears with my first 
husband. 
♦‘He spo iled me fo r any o ther 
man in the wo rld. I have had fo ur 
marriag es—but really o nly o n« 
husband.”
